Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.— Senator Lodge 
e a strong plea this afternoon for the 
ratification of the peace treaty. As Mr. 
Lodge was about to take the floor to speak 
on the policy of expansion his colleague, 
Mr. Hoar, noted .the absence of a quorum. 
A roll-call developed the presence of forty- 
seyen Senators and the address was deliv- 
red. 

: Mr, Lodge's position on the Foreign Re- 
lations committee and his well-known an- 
fagonism to the views on the question of 
expansion and ratification of the peace 
treaty entertained by his distinguished col- 
league, Mr. Hoar, aroused unusual inter- 
est in bis address. He spoke in part as fol- 


jows: 

“I-believe that the United States has 
the undoubted power, which it has fre- 
quently exercised, to acquire territory and 
to hold and governit. I am ready to admit 
if necessary, that action in these directions 
must be taken for constitutional purposes, 
but the constitutionality of the purposes 
must be determined by Congress itself 


through its majority. 2 


“We must either ratify the treaty or re- 


ject it, for I cannot suppose that arfy one: 


would seriously advance the proposition 
that we should amend the treaty in such 
a way as to make pledges to Spain, and to 
Spain alone, and give bonds to Spain, and 
to Spain alone, for our good conduct in a 
matter which will be wholly our own to de- 
cide. Let us look, then, at the two alterna- 
tives. Suppose we ratify the treaty. The 
islands pass from the possession of Spain 
into our possession without committing us 
toany policy. I believe we can be trusted, as 
a people, to deal honestly and justly with 
the islands and their inhabitants, thus given 
to our care. What our precise policy shall 
be I do not know, because I, for one, am 
not sufficiently informed as to the condi- 
tions there to be able to say what it will be 
best to do, nor, I may add, do I think any 
one is. But I believe that we shall have 
the. wisdom not to attempt to incorporate 
those islands with our body politic, make 
their inhabitants part of our citizenship, or 
set their labor alongside of ours and within 
our tariff, to compete in any industry with 
American workmen. Ney 

“I believe we shall have the courage not 
to depart from those islands fearfully, timid- 
jy, and unworthily, and leave them to an- 


varchy among themselves, to the brief and 


bloody domination of some self-constituted 
dictator, and to the quick conquest of other 
powers, who will have no such hesitation 


Yas we should feel in crushing them into 


subjection by harsh and repressive methods. 


It Is for America to Decide. 
It is for us to decide the destiny of the 


Philippines, not for Europe, and we can do 


it alone and without assistance. I belfeve 
mat we shall have the wisdom, the self- 
restraint, and the ability to restore peace 
and order in those islands and give to their 
people an opportunity for self-government 
and for freedom under the pf&otecting shield 
of the United States until the time shall 
come when they shall be able to stand alone, 
if they do not themselves desire to remain 
under our protection. This is a great and a 
noble task. I believe that American civili- 
gation is entirely capable of fulfilling it, 
and I should not have that profound faith 
which I now cherish in American civilization 
and American manhood if I did not think so. 

“Suppose we reject the treaty or strike 
Out the clause relating to the Philippines. 
That will hand the islands back to Spain, 
and I cannot conceive that any American 
should be willing to do that. Suppose we 
feject the treaty, what follows? Let us 
look at it practically. We continue the state 
of war and every sensible man in the coun- 
try, every business interest, desires the re- 
establishment of peace in law as well as in’ 
fact. At the same time we repudiate the 
President and hie action before the whole 
World, and the repudiation of the President 
in such a matter as this, to my mind, is the 
humiliation. pf the United States in the eyes 
@ civilized mankind and brands us as a 
people incapable of great affairs or of taking 
rank where we belong, as one of the greatest 
of the great world powers.

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MAXWELL GETS VERDICT. | 


FEDERAL JURY GIVES HIM $10,000 
AGAINST NAT d. GOODWIN. 


Newspaper Man's Charge Is That the 
‘Defendant Appropriated Material 
Parts of His Drama “ Congress,” 
Produits Them Under the Title 
„Ambition "—Judge Seaman’s Rul- 

on Piracy—Opinion on Copy- 
right—Experts on the Stand, 


A verdict ot $10,000 was awarded yesterday 
to John M. Maxwell in his suit against Nat 
C. Goodwin, the actor, tried in the Federal 
Circuit Court before Judge Seaman. Mr. 
Maxwell is a reporter on a Chicago morning 
newspaper. He accused Mr. Goodwin of ap- 
propriating a material part of the drama 
Congress, written by the plaintiff, and 
‘producing it under the title Ambition.” 

The trial was marked by several interest- 
ing features, among which was the motion 

ot the defendant's attorney to take the case 
from the jury on the ground the plaintiff 
had no property rights unless the copyright 
of Congress had been perfected. Judge 
Seaman took the motion under considera- 
tion and finally denied it. 

This verdict is said to be a pioneer in the 
matter of the alleged piracy of a play, an 
idea, or a thing intangible, and as a prec- 
edent is regarded as having important bear- 
ing on similar actions now pending through- 
out the country. ; 

Judge Seaman on Piracy. | 
On the disputed matter of piracy Judge 
Seaman ruled in his instructions to the 
jurors in these words: 

“The question of piracy is not whether 
the dialogue is copied as a whole or in part, 
but whether the material points of the scen- 
ario or plot are appropriated.” 

He also held if the plaintiff and the de- 


fendant took their material from a common 


source there was no ground for action 
against Mr. Goodwin. 

The defendant has been producing the 
comedy Ambition since the fall of 1895, 
and, according to the testimony of witnesses, 
he has made out of the play much more 
‘than $50,000. It is, of course, certain that 
an appeal from the judgment of the jury 
will be taken, but Attorney William J. 
Strong, who represents the plaintiff, de- 
clares he will have no hesitancy in fighting 
it out in the Court of Appeals or in the Su- 
preme Court. e 

Maxwell's bill against Goodwin was filed 
in the United States Circuit Court Jan. 17, 
1896, while the actor was producing Am- 
bition “ at a local theater. The plots of the 
two plays were strikingly similar. The 
scenes of both are laid in Washington, and 
the plays consist of three acts. Twelve 
characters in each are said to have similar 
functions. The plots of both are wound 
about a member of the House of Representa- 
‘tives, whose strong character is put to a 
great test by the attempt of a sugar king 
to win his support for a bill favoring the 
interests of thetrust. In both cases the hero 
is in love with the daughter of the chief 
conspirator, and after triumphing over the 
opposition he wins the affections of the 
maiden and ruins her father. 


Views of Experts. 

The depositions of Nat Goodwin, 
Guy Carleton, Charles Frohman, and others 
were read in court. Attorney Strong pro- 
duced experts who had compared the plays, 
and declared the play Ambition must 
have been written after a reading of the 
plot of Congress.“ The plaintiff swore 
he had taken his manuscript to the actor 
during the spring of 1895, for an opinion on 
its merits. Mr. Goodwin returned it to him

after a week, and said he could not accept it

unknown author. One of the witnesses for 
the plaintiff, a reporter who had interviewed

“So the fool has sued me? Well, I had 
some sympathy for him before, and intended 
paying him something, but now he will get 
nothing from me.“

torney Strong. 

The first ballot taken by the jury was 
unanimous for “ guilty.” On recompense 
the jurors, it is said, ranged from $1,000 
to $50,000 in their views. Finally it was 
agreed that the amount should be $10,000. 


DISTURBS VOLUNTEER MEETING 


John M. Flood, an Evanston Grocer, 
Sings Loudly and Hugs an 
Alderman’s Wife. 


The Volunteers of Evanston were disturbed 
in their meeting last night by John M. 
Flood, grocer, 530 Davis street, who not only 
created confusion by his loud singing and 
shouting, but also broke up the services by 
putting his arm around the neck of an Alder- 
man's wife. 

Flood was partly intoxicated when -he 
wandered into the hall of the Volunteers, 
Sherman avenue and Davis street, and start- 
ed to take part in the services. He began 
by shouting and loud singing, then by edg- 
ing nearer to the members of the Volunteers, 
who.were gathered around the altar, and 
finally by putting his arm around the neck 
of the woman. He was arrested by Police- 
man Johnson. The station is a short block 
from the barracks, and Johnson did not call 
the patrol, but undertook to haul Flood 
there. Flood fought the entire way. A 
crowd gathered, the cars stopped, and peo- 
ple came rushing out of their houses and 
stores. Among them was Andrew Schwall, 
a liveryman, 1565 Sherman street. Schwall 
demanded the release of the prisoner, and 
when this was refused offered to go bail. 
This Johnson refused to accept. 

Sergeant Waldron and Chief Bartram 
came to the rescue, and the three bore Flood 
to the station, where he was booked for 
disorderly conduct. 

Schwall asked to have the man released. 
This was refused, and Schwall, becoming 
abusive, was put out in the street. Schwall 
is the oldest liveryman in Evanston, and 
worked on the sympathies of the crowd, 
who began to yell and hoot. Wagons and 
buggies collected before the station-house, 
the tramps who sleep in the basement of the 
building began to come up, and it looked as 
if the Evanston Police Station was about 
to be attacked. This, however, was averted 


by Chief Bartram, who called out all the 


policemen, and ordered the crowd dispersed. 
In the meantime Flood had succeeded in 
getting George Taylor, another grocer, to 
go his bail, and he was released. 

Flood is married, and lives at 816 Emerson 
street. He claims to be a nephew of the 
California millionaire. 


NEW WILL IN HADSELL CASE. 


Judge Kohlsaat Rules Out One Docu- 
ment and Another Is Offered—Same 
| Bequests Are Made. 


Counsel for the heirs of the estate of Or- 
lando D. Hadsell, who died at his house, 12 
Union Park place, on Nov. 9, 1898, leaving 
a peculiar will bequeathing the bulk of his 
estate as a trust fund for the benefit of the 
waifs of the city, appeared before Judge 
Kohlsaat in the Probate Court yesterday to 
test the validity of the document.
